In this tournament, practically 
no other system than the one over 
one In its entirely was used.. It fs 
truc that other systems employ 
the one bid from which’ this’ sys- 
tem gets its name, but experienced 
tournament players realize the 
many advantnges this system has 
to offer. : ‘ 

One of the points where {t dif- 
fers from other systems {is that in 
order to open the bidding firat or 
second hand you must definitely 


-have a re-bid. ‘In third position, 


a player is allowed to use his 
judgment in opening the bidding 
—it my be with an extremely 
wenk hand or with a strong one. 
A fourth hand bid requires about 
two and one-half quick tricks und

HONGKONG AS A 
WINTER RESORT 


A point which must have often 
occurred to many residents of 
Hongkong is why no-well-organis- 
ed effort is made to popularise 
this Colony as a winter resort. 
We have now reached the season 
of the year in which we can look 
forward to at least four menths 
of really delightful weather—a 
climate which is probably not 
bettered in any part of the world. 
We who live in the Colony know 
this fact, and, thanks to a certain 
meusure of ‘private enterprise, 
such as that conducted by the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Hotels, 
Ltd. in respect of Repulse Bay, 
the nows has been sprend abroad 
to other parts of the Far Enat. 
But beyond this, except for the 
reports taken away by Individual 
visitors to our shores, there is no 
channe¥ for letting the outside 
world know the charms and at- 
tractions of Hongkong in the win- 
ter season. ; 

A resident: of many yenra’ 
standing, in conversing on this 
subject Yecontly, expressed the 
viow that Hongkony is far behind 
the times [n failing to make some 
organised effort to attract more 
visitors to the Colony in the cool 
senson of the year. For example, 
there is Malaya, not many days’ 
journoy distant, where the pro- 
blom of getting away for a change 
from the over-present heat must 
always bo cropping up. In these 
hard times, espoctally, people of 
the Straits Settlements and the 
F.M.S. who cannot afford to take 
Homo leave ‘might -be: easily -per-. 


‘Nghtful and that there are all 
manner of altractions to be found 
in the Colony, to any nothing of 
its. magnificent scenic benutics. 
Tho gentleman we are quoting 
thinka ‘that we might even go 
nuch further than that and, by 
judicious propaganda, endeavour 
to induco somo of the wealthy 
people from Home, who make 
yearly trips to the Continent, 
Egypt, and Indla, to set a new 
fashion liy coming out to fong- 
kong. He points out that, apart 
from the novelty of secing the 
East, there is the additional at- 
traction of excellent yachting, 
amplo bathing facilitits, (the 
water seldom boing colder here 
in the winter than it is in the 
summer jn the Old Country), to 
say nothing of the wonderful golf 
course. at Fanling, and outdoor 
sporting facilities: generally. The 


further argument is put forward |° 


that the security enjoyed under 
the British flag in Hongkong, in 
contrast to conditions in some 
other parts of the Enst, is in it- 
self a further reason why Hong- 
Kong should come in for  con- 
sideration by ‘those who can afford 
to go abroad in order to escape 
ithe rigours of the English winter. 
There is, of course, no lack of 
travel services, either by way of 
Canada or Suez, and when the 
day comes, as it must, in which 
air services are made available, 
this Colony ‘will be brought ap- 
preeiably nearer the 
Country. 

* Opinions may differ as to the 
prospects of inducing any con- 
siderable number of people ‘to 
visit Hongkong from Home until 
aviution facilities are available, 
but there cin be*no questioning 
the wisdom of doing a little pro- 
paganda work in Malaya and the 
Far East generally. Individual 
visitors to this Colony are often 
amazed at the beauty of the place

have never been adequately ad- 
vertised.

Doctors and nurses dea), with: us 
when we are nervy, impatient, 
exacting. We make heavy do 
mands on their time, their patience 
and their onergy, but often wo 
repay them with little gratitude. 

To-day, therefore, wo take this 
opportuntty of apologizing for our 
abnormalities, and of expressing 
our better feclings of gratcfulncas 
for the services of those who helped 
us in sickness. 


Thanksgiving Service. 


But this Service is not merely an 
expression of gratitude in the pre- 
sence of God to those who guard 
our health, it is definitely 2 thanks- 
giving to God Himself. We re- 
cognise that wo are In dobt to God, 
not merely to human hands and 
human minds, for the beneficent 
activity” of medical, surgical and 
nursing work. In this we go fur- 
ther than many who would gladly 
be grateful to the doctors and 
nurses and philanthopists to whom 
they owe thefr health, but who 
leave God out.

Advancement of Science.

Heious sweet, containing all the 
goodness and flavour of the 
currants without the pips or skins. 
Serve With whipped cream. 


Apple and Lemon Jelly. 


Pee], core and quarter one 
pound of-sound apples, Make a 
syrup with two tablespoonfuls of 
sngnr, put in apples and simmer 
until soft, but not broken. Have 
a pint jelly made and partly set. 
When apples are cold, dust over 
with desiccated coconut. and 
arrange in a glass dish. Now 
pour the partly-set jelly over and 
leave to set.

HONGKONG AS A 
WINTER RESORT 


A point which must have often 
occurred to many residents of 
Hongkong is why no well-organis- 
ed effort is made to popularise 
this Colony as a winter resort. 
We have now reached the season 
of the year in which we can look 
forward to at least four months 
of really delightful weather—a 
climate which is probibly not 
bettered in any part of the world. 
We who live in the Colony know 
this fact, and, thanks to n certain 
mensure of ‘private enterprise, 
such as that conducted by the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Hotels, 
Ltd. jn respect of Repulse Bay, 
the nows has. been spread abroad 
to other parts of the Far Enst. 
But beyond this, except for the 
reports taken away by individual 
visitors to our shores, there is no 
channel for letting the outside 
world know the charms and at- 
tractiona of Hongkong in the win- 
ter season. = 

A ‘resident of many years’ 
standing, in conversing on this 
subject recently, ‘expressed the 
view that Hongkong is far behind 
the times {n-falling to make some 
organised effort to attract more 
visitors to the Colony in the cool 
senson of the year.. For example, 
there is Malnya, not many ‘days’ 
journoy distarit, where.the pro- 
blem of getting away for'a change 


mannor of attractions to bo found! 
‘in the Colony, to any nothing of 
its Magnificent scenic beauties. 
The gentleman we aro quoting 
thinks that’ wo might Oven -go 
much further than that and, by 
judicious’ propaganda, endeavour 
to induce somo of tho wealthy 
people from Home, who make 
yearly trips to the ‘Continent, 
Egypt, and India; to. set a new, 
fashion by coming out to Hong- 
kong. Ho points out that, apart 
from the novelty of sccing the 
East, thero is the additional at- 
traction of excellent yachting, 
ample bathing facilities (the 
water seldom being colder hero 
in the winter than. it is in the 
summer In the Old Country), to 
say nothing of the wonderful golf 
courso at Fanling, and outdoor 
sporting faclilitica generally. Tho 
further argument {is put forward 
that the security enjoyed under 
the British flag In Hongkong, in 
contrast to conditions - in some 
other parts of the Enst, is in {t- 
self a further reason ‘why Hong- 
kong should come in for con- 
sideration by those who can afford 
to go abroad in order to escape 
the rigours of the English winter. 
There is, of course, no lack . of 
travel services, either by way of 
Canada or, Sucz, and when the 
day comes, as it must, in which 
nir services are made available, 
this Colony will be brought ap- 
preciably nearcr - to ‘the Old 
Country.

visit Hongkong from Home until 
aviation facilities are available, 
but there can be no questioning 


R.|/the wisdom of doing a little pro- 


pagunda work.in Malaya and the 
Far Enst generally. Individual 
visitors to this Colony are often 
amazed at the beauty of the place 
and its magnificent winter 
climate, These are asscts which 
have never been. adequately ad- 
vertised, Yet in England we find 
‘municipalities setting aside re- 
gular sums every year for the pur- 
pose of attracting visitors to sea- 
side and other resorts. If the 
Government here, in conjunction 
with some body such as the Cham- 
‘ber of Commerce, or even the 
various shipping nes, were to 
follow this lead, there !s no doubt

Cortain- 
ly the duck has contributed much 
to modern living, and is emphati- 
cally the sort of bird that should 
egg o man on to o century at the 
wickot, rather than in any way 
be connected with failure.

Seven Lost Yenrs. 


Still, after making every allow- 
ance for these ‘adverse conditions, 
‘we are surely entitled to. be given 
isomcthIng more encouraging than 
that provided in tho “Resolution” 
‘adopted by the General Commis- 
sion of the Disarmament Con- 
ference on July 23 last. This.docu- 
ment winds up the first phase of 
the Conference which was calted 


into being seven months ago for thoy 


purpose of considering the Report 
of the “Preparatory Commission” 
on Disarmament, which, in its turn, 
was pot up of far back as 1925, 
The “Resolution” therefore re- 
presents the results of seven years’ 
investigation and discussion, and 08 
such it can only be described as pro- 
foundly disappointing, In wording 
it is Bo abstruse that to most people 
ft must be quite incomprehen- 
sible, and even those who have the 
patience to extract its terms from 
the mass of verbiage in which they 
are embedded will find them so in- 
definite ns, practically, to commit 
nobody to anything. This at least 
ix the cnso- With respect to, Land 
Armaments, with which the follow- 
ing observations are mainly intend- 
ed to deal. 


Excellent Principles. 


The “Conclusions” contain some 
laudable recommendations with ro- 
gard to Aerial and Chemical War- 
fare, but they are silent about 
Naval Armaments and contain noth- 
ing nbout Land Armaments, with 
the solitary ‘exceptions of Heavy 
Artillery and ‘Tanks, The formor 
ig to be Mmited both in number and 
calibre, but the limits are not given, 
and Tanks are to be ilmited to a 
maximum weight, but this again is 
not specified, and therefore the pro- 
visions are at present of no value. 

Personally, I would place the 
weight limit of the Tanks ns low 
as possible—that is, draw the line 
atthe point where there is little to 
distinguish between Tanks properly 
so-called and the various vehicles 
which hive ‘some - resemblance to 
Tanks but do not possess the same 
offensive qualities, such 18 Armour- 
ed Cars and Tractors, ~ : 

Referring to the next or second 
phase of the Conference, the, “Re- 
solution” states that “A strict Hmi- 
tation and a_ real reduction of 
effectives shall be brought nbout.” 
This sounds very hopeful, but it 
entirely conceala the fact that this 
vory thorny uestion, which always 
excites the most violent jealousies 
and mutual recriminations, has al- 
rendy becn ‘discussed at . great 
length by. a. special Committee, 
which was eventually compelled to 
abandon its. task because of the 
heated disagreements produced.

, ARRIVES 


FLYERS COME AND GO 
IN UNIQUE TOUR 


Just when everyone at Kal Tak 
had glven up hopes of their 
arrival, tho three intrepid airmen 
who are making a world fight-in 
the “Spirit.of Fun” swooped down 
on Hongkong on Saturday after- 
noon, and made a perfect landing 
at 243 pm. running 24 hours 


avhend of their schedule.. 


Tho crowd, which had collected 
in the morning In anticipation of 
the arrival of tie ‘plane from 
Hanoi at 10 a.m., had dwindled and 
Mx. Arthur M, Loew, first Vice- 
President of - Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer, who has chosen this 
method of reaching the inter- 
national offices of. his far-flung 
orzanisation, was greeted by only 
half-n-dozon officials nnd one lone 
press representative. 

The machine left again, early 
yesterday morning and a Reuter 
mesunge reports their arrival at 
Shanghai at 11.30 a.m. 

Immediately, upon arrival, Mr. 
Loew and hig fellow-travellor, Mr. 
Joseph Rosthal, were whisked 
away to the Peninsula Hotel for 
a much-needed rest, while the 
pilot, Capt. James 8B. Dickson, 
made re-fuelling arrangements for 
the flight to Shanghai. 

Tho airmen were astir long be- 
fore daybreak yesterday morning, 
and just a8 the sun came over the 
horizon the giant monoplane was 
wheeled out of the hanger, a fow 
hurried farewells were taken 
while the engine was warming up; 
then, taxing across the ncrodrome, 
the “Spirit of Fun” rose Into the 
air, and within a few minutes had 
disnppeared over Lyemoon Pass, en 
route to Shanghai, Where the alr- 
men expected to arrive at 10 a.m. 
yesterday. 

The (ight to Shanghai fx a race 
against time, for, unable to ob- 
tain permission from the Japanese 
authorities to fly to Tokyo, Mr. 
Loew Is endeavouring to reach 
Shanghal In time to connect with 
the Canadian Pacific liner Empress 
of Japan, which was due to leave 
the northern port at 11 a.m. yester- 
day. Mr. Loew will spend three 
days in Japan, visiting the various 
centres of his organisation, and 
will then return to Shanghai to 
continue his record-breaking filght 
across the six continents of the 
world, a flight he hopes to com- 
plete within the current year. : 

From Shanghai, Mr. Loew and 
his two companions will retrace 
their route to Hongkong and 
Hanoi, and from the latter place 
will endenvour to fly non-stop to 
Caleutta, a distance of 1,400 miles. 
They will proceed to Johannes- 
burg, and If possible will then at- 
tack the record made by Mr. J. 
Mollison for a flight between 
South Africa and England. 

Accompanying Mr. Locw on the 
world flight is Mr. Joseph Rosthal. 
his friend and Iegal adviser. 

Mr, Locw is co-pilot of the ma- 
chine, although . Capt. , Dickson, 
who has flown the “Spirit of Fun” 
for the past two years, is the 
chief pilot. Both Mr. Loew and 
Capt. Dickson joined the U.S, Fly- 
in Corps after the Great War, 
and Capt. Dickson already has 
over 2,700 flying. hours to his 


eredit . 


Record-Brenking ’Plane. 

The “Spirit of Fun,” the ‘plane 
In which they are making their. 
unprecedented dash, fg owned by 
the Hal Hal Roach Studios, and 
hax been lent for the occasion.

"pInnes in the air, and is capable 
of d cruising speed of 180 and’a 
top speed of 220 mph.

Capt. Dickson, who has piloted the 
‘sneedy ‘plane since it was pur- 
chased two ycnrs ago, fs proud of 
the fact that he has landed on 
achedule in 400 cities in every 
state of the United: States.

Of course we are eager 
to proclaim the power of faith in 
God a8 3 means of restoration of 
health, but we cannot admit that ft 
is the only legitimate means. [ 
think it true. that those.who term 
thomeolves Christian Scientists 
have done humanity no » ser 
vice in emphasising the power of 
faith: it is.a truth which has 
often been lost sight of. But by it- 
self it is only a part of the full 
truth of God’s workings. The 
Good Samaritan who cares for the 
wounded travoller, sterlilising his 
wounds with wino and binding 
them up, has the approval and tho 
sanction of God as much as the dis- 
ciplo who, by arousing the cripplo’s 
faith in Christ, enables him to leap 
up and walk. God fs acting in the 
one case as fully as in the otHer. 
Every good doctor recognises tho 
power of faith in his patient—and 
in himself og well—and ho will 
make use of it as carefully as ho 
uses his drugs or his knifo.. He 
brings to his work all his gifts and 
uses them os God’s agent. 


The Agents of God. 


This, of course, applica lao to 
every branch of the healing art. 
Research Workers, bacteriologista, 
chemists, radiologists, nurses, all 
are a8 much co-workers with God 
as physicians and surgeons, They 
are all God’s agents for the bencfit 
of mankind, : 

If this is true, as we belfevo, we 
are led to a further consideration. 
If all this work is indeed thé work 
of God, it can best ba done only in 
conscious collaboration with God 
and in depondanco upon Him. 

Tho character of the doctor or 
the nurse is a very vital factor in 
the success of thefr work. I have 
spoken of ‘the’ demanda which 
patients constantly make upon 
them. These demands are vory 
largely upon their character. A 
octor or o nurse who, in spite of 
woarincss, in spite of their patient 
being “difficult”, in spite of their 
desire perhaps to be anywhere else 
but at his bedside at the time, can 
continue to be painstaking, patient 
and. cheering is amongst God’s 
heroes and a veritable light in the 
darkness, Such character cannot 
be maintained: except by depen- 
dance on God.
